Claims  for  poor  or  damaged  stock,  if 
made  promptly,  will  receive  careful 
consideration,  and  we  'will  do  every- 
thing in  our  power  to  make  every  cus- 
tomer a regular  customer. 

When  plantings  are  made  by  us,  we 
agree  to  replace,  free  of  charge,  such 
plants  as  shall  fail  to  start  into  growth 
at  the  proper  season,  unless  this  failure 
is  due  to  injury  received  by  the  plant 
after  it  is  planted,  and  through  no  fault 
of  ours.  There  is,  of  course,  an  addi- 
tional charge  where  the  planting  is  laid 
out  and  planted  by  us. 

Where  shipment  is  necessary,  we 
make  a small  charge  for  packing,  just 
what  it  costs  us  for  labor  and  mate- 
rials.
